Emergency Shelter Grant/Emergency Solutions Grant (ESG) FY 2011-2012

Grant Project Ordinance Superseding Ordinance #14118

WHEREAS, the City of Durham was awarded a grant from the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) under the Emergency Shelter Grant/Emergency Solutions 
Grant (ESG) program; and

WHEREAS, on July 1, 2011, the City of Durham received an appropriation of $133,248.00; and

WHEREAS, a total of $129,048.00 will be used for operations, essential services and homelessness 
prevention; and

WHEREAS, $4,200.00 is allocated for administrative costs; and

NOW, THEREFORE, PURSUANT TO N.C.G.S. 159-13.2, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF DURHAM that:

Section 1. The projects authorized are consistent with the objectives to address homelessness 
identified in the Durham Consolidated Plan.  

Section 2. The City Manager was authorized to execute the grant agreement and other documents 
that are required or appropriate in order for the City to receive the ESG funds and 
undertake the projects.

Section 3. The following revenue is anticipated to be available during FY 2011-2012 to the City of 
Durham to complete the projects:

Federal ESG Award $133,248.00

Section 4. The non-federal funding source for the match requirement of $133,248.00 will be 
provided by the ESG subrecipients for $129,048.00; and $4,200.00 matched with general 
fund personnel project management services.  The match will be kept separate from all 
ESG funds, and acknowledged when a subrecipient requests reimbursement for services 
provided per the subrecipient’s agreement.

Section 5. The following amount is appropriated:

2011-2012 ESG Program $133,248.00

Section 6. Within five days after this ordinance is adopted, the City Clerk shall file a copy of this 
ordinance with the Finance Director, Budget Director, Accounting Services Manager, and 
the Director of the Department of Community Development.  A copy of the ordinance 
shall be filed in the office of the City Clerk and shall be available for public inspection as 
provided by law.

Section 7. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage.
